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KEEP IT SIMPLE 

Richard Wallach was in the office last week with a set of racing 
conditions he is pa siig around for a proposed timber race at R. K. 
Mellon’s Rolling Rock Meeting this Fall. They are interesting con- 
ditions and are given here in full to illustrate the problem besetting 
the amateur racing executive anxious to do everything possible to 
keep the ball rolling 

The conditions are for a “Novice Timber Race”: “For non- 
winners under all rules, point-to-points excepted Purse $600.00. 
Four-yea -olds 157 ibs.: 5-vear-olds 165 lbs.; older 167 Ibs Winning 
riders of one race 35 Ibs. additional; of three races 8 Ilbs.; of 5 races 
12 Ibs.; of 10 or more races 20 Ibs. No allowances. Riders acceptable 
to the Committee.” 

Here is a carefully worked out attempt to keep out of the novice 
races, the more experienced by handicapping him up to 20 pounds. 
There certainly will be few owners who would be willing to ask his 
horse to carry 20 lbs. for the benefit of experience. Or will there? 
Again the race for non-winners under all rules, except point-to-points, 
sets the stage for hunters. Or does it? These are the two major 
points and it illustrates the dilemma in which every committee finds 
itself perched upon. 

Like Hamlet, pondering “to be or not to be” the condition writer 
hesitates. Is the race actually for men who have never won before? 
Apparently not, for winners can get in. What about hunting horses? 
They are all getting fit in October but the conditions make no pro- 
vision for them 

\ novice race that explicitly states: For bona fide hunters ridden 
by members of a recognized hunt neither of whom had ever won 
under NS&HA rules would do one thing, at least. It would clear the 
air about novice timber racing, prove if hunting people in the Fall 
will carry the ball with their hunting hunters. If foxhunters are not 
going- to ride over timber, there is no use expecting owners with 
brush horses to make the effort. The hunting hunter, however, has 
to have a break. Novices are not- going to want to race against 
Jake Disston, Frank Powers, Alex Stokes no matter how much 
weight they are carrying and against such non-winners as Martin 
Vogel’s *Demas 

Hunt meetings are one big dilemma at the present moment but 
everyone has such great ambitions for the sport, they make it even 
more difficult than the problem really is. Granted good horses are 
drawing cards, but first of all why not have horses, period. Any 
horse race, provided it is close, is a good race and it can even be a 
mule race and still bring the people to their feet cheering like mad. 
Why not for the present keep hunt meetings simple, rule out the 
class and bring in the hunters? This meets the very logical argu- 
ment, “We don’t want country fairs” But don’t we? Granted picnic 
lunches, box suppers and ferris wheels are not hunt meetings, but 
the spirit of a day in the country is the essence of the hunt meeting, 
just as it 1s of the country fair. 

Hunt meetings need variety. Hurdle races with ladies up are a 
commonplace in England at every hunt meeting. Why not give the 
girls a break over hurdles at our hunt meetings? For real novices, 
what about a %-mile Fall flat race for hunters at 175 Ibs., novice 
riders. It would be a good breeze for a Thoroughbred hunter being 
fitted for the season, and a fair conditioner for his rider. Keep the 
big timber race for the very best horses or the honest to goodness 
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hunter, positively rule out the 2nd raters, the horses not good enough 
to win over brush and lacking the ability to jump over timber in 
novice races. These kind create the accidents, make a mockery of 
novice timber races. :

Catch As Catch Can 
Dear Sir: 


Having covered Amateur Hunt 
Meetings and Horse Shows for the 
past ten years, because I like them 
and the people I see at them, I feel 
that something should be done to 
eradicate the ill feeling which has 
grown up between the committees 
and the working press. 


I have also talked to enough re- 
presentatives of metropolitan papers, 
the Racing Form and _ National 
Horse organs to know that my own 
feelings are more than substantiat- 
ed. Most feel that as it is their job 
to take the good with the bad, they 
haven’t the right to speak, but all 
prefer the big tracks (where the 
press is adequately taken care of 
by officials hired for that purpose) 
or such shows as Devon. 


In the majority of cases, at hunt 
meetings, there isn’t anyone avail- 
able to the press with the necessary 
information. True, the scratches are 
listed on a board, usually in the 
paddock, and the riders are put up 
on another board some place else. 
After you have run your legs off 
collecting this information, you 
still have weight changes, changes 
in saddlepads, etc. to track down 
and herein lies the problem. The 
clerk of the scales is the only per- 
son with this data in his official 
book, Like everyone else, he is too 
busy to be bothered during the 
races, sO you have to track him 
down afterwards. Even then he is 
in a hurry to be off, and doesn’t 
like being held up. This leaves you 
the choice of trying to catch a 
glimpse of his hook during the races 
when he is weighing riders and 
then you don’t see the race. All 
this scurrying from board to board 
leaves little time to talk to people 
and collect background for your 
story. No one likes to question har- 
assed officials anymore than they 
like to be bothered when they are 
putting on a race meet. Yet they 
are the first to write in to your pub- 
lications and ask why your report- 
er can’t be accurate and why ‘‘Squiz- 
zle’”’ was reported as carrying 4 Ibs. 
overweight instead of 5 in the sec- 
ond section of the third race. This 
really happens. 

Committee Members answer when 
faced with these arguments, ‘‘What 
you say is probably true, but then 
we're putting this meet on for the 
fun of it and we don’t want publi- 
city such as they have at Belmont, 
etc.”” All very well, but imagine 
their indignation if their meeting 
didn’t receive a good write-up.

(Many have come up to me and 
said, ‘“‘Now, 1 hope you'll give us a 
good write-up in The Chronicle!” 
when they have made it practically 
impossible by not furnishing the 
necessary information.) And how 
would they get entries without pub- 
licizing the event to some extent? 

At a recent hunt meeting, I got 
home at 9 p. m. with representatives 
of the Racing Form who had to 
make a train to New York and meet 
a deadline, I waited for the clerk 
of scales to turn up in order to 
check weight changes. When I got 
home, I had to write the story and 
call up several people to check on 
some fine points. 


Many Horse Shows, especially the 
ones with post entries, are equally 
difficult to report. Usually the sec- 
retary who takes down the entries 
fails to get the names and spellings 
straight. This necessitates finding 
and questioning each exhibitor. I 
remember one case when I was try- 
ing to get correct summaries. The 
person with them was in a hurry 
to leave for a cocktail party and 
was overheard saying to another 
committee member—‘‘How I do wish 
the papers would leave us alone’’. 
It so happened that many of the 
teen-age exhibitors at that particu- 
lar show would have been heart- 
broken if their ponies’ winnings 
hadn’t been accurately tabulated. 
In many instances there isn’t even 
any place for the press to sit. 


Wouldn’t it be possible for the 
committees of some of the bigger 
shows and hunt meetings to form 
a committee or delegate to an of- 
ficial the job of collecting and fur- 
nishing the press with certain tech- 
nical changes and details necessary 
for charts and summaries? This 
would seem to be a very” simple 
solution and would make for hap- 
pier relations all around.

A Visit With Dr. Somerville 








Irish Hunting Works That Are Treasured 
The World Over Are True Compliment 
To The Sporting Lady Who Wrote Them 





June W. 


Castletownshend, County Cork, 
is in the southern most end of Ire- 
land. Beyond Castletownshend is 
the sea. Like a stocking, the town; 
its long narrow’ street bordered 
with small stone cottages, tinted in 
pastel shades, begins at the top at 
the stone and iron grilled gates of 
Drishanne, Dr. Somerville’s fom- 
mer desmesne, and drops steeply 
like a brook, dividing and skidding 
around twin trees, protected by a 
base of concrete, in its middle. Be- 
yond the trees, it descends at an 
alarming pitch to the quay, veer- 
ing off to the right; the left fork 
entering the Castle gates, always 
left wide to receive wayward and 
unmanageable motor cars. 

A long stretch of pale water 
surrounds the jutting land of the 
Castle and off to the right in the 
misty blue distance beyond a steep 
rocky coast and a hump of great 
grey stone lies the sea. Fishing 
boats go out in the pale dawn and 
sometimes a trawler from Spain is 
driven in by a storm. 

High above the quay is a ruin 
of a more ancient castle where the

warriors of many years ago repuls- 
ed the Danes and near it a crumbl- 
ing tower from which Dean Swift 
is said to have hurled bitter invec- 
tive against the wrongs of Ireland. 

There are three pubs in Castle- 
townshend, but no meat market. 
Mike, the carrier, travels the seven 
slow miles to Skibbereen in his 
pony cart for the messages, the 
meat and provisions. Opposite the 
post office, which combines the de- 
livering of letters with the tele- 
phone system, is Tally-Ho House, 
the present home of Dr. Edith 
Somerville and her sister, Lady 
Coghill. 

Most. of ‘the English speaking 
world knows the Irish hunting 
stories of Somerville and _ Ross, 
SOME EXPERIENCES OF AN 
IRISH R.M., the picture books with 
colored illustrations, SLIPPER’S 
A.B.C. OF FOXHUNTING and A 
PATRICK’S DAY HUNT. Violet 
Florence Martin (Violet Martin 
Ross as she signed her name) died 
in 1915, but Flurry Knox and 
Sally and Tomsy Flood and Slipper 
live for many of us still. 





I came for tea and had walked 
through a high stone wall by way 
of a wooden door into a small court- 
yard to a low little house, a house 
full of beautiful things; old satiny 
furniture, fine oil paintings against 
dark wood panelling. The long high 
room was part studio with paint- 
ings on easels and canvasses against 
the walls, Dr. Somerville’s paint- 
ings. By a good turf fire sat Dr. 
Somerville. Very erect she sat, a 
stout cane at hand, her ‘pushing 
chair’ near by. Crippled with arth- 
ritis, she scorns any assistance, 
moving about the room with cane 
and chair as balance and support. 
She is over eighty, small and 
staunch in a thick tailored suit, soft 
collar and tie, her fine white hair 
drifting about her face, her sharp 
blue eyes missing nothing at all. 

The town and surrounding coun- 
tryside is dominated by Somer- 
villes, Townshends and Coghills. 
Their lives are ordered and digni- 
fied and steeped in tradition. Dig- 
nity and tradition were there in 
that room. 

The fire was warm, the tea delic- 
ious, the talk running from the tiny 
leather shoe, found in the center of 
a fairy ring on the top of a wild and 
desolate mountain; the Druids 
Stones, the Five Fingers, tall, nar- 
row stones planted upright upon a 
nearby hill by the pagan priests 
around 400 A.D, before the coming 
of St. Christianity; the ancient Dan- 
ish Fort above the sea, under which 
the caves, more ancient still of the 
Firbolgs, one of the first known 
tribes, to the inevitable end of all 
talk in Ireland, horses, hounds and 
hunting. 

Dr. Somerville was Master of 
the West Carbery Hounds some 
forty years ago. The adjoining hunt, 
the Carbery in the vicinity of Ban- 
don, meets now once a week; the 
field averages twelve and the cap 
is half a crown. Just such a hunt 
must have been the West Carbery, 
the field pure Irish of farmer folk 
and townspeople; the hounds of 
the Kerry beagle strain, originating 
from the short legged trencher-fed 
hounds of various colors indigenous 
to the towns of Co. Kerry; the 
country, rough and wild and full 
of stones. ragged ditches and un- 
tidy banks. It took a good horse, a 


bold and nimble one, to hunt that 
country. Any horse which could go 
over the West Carbery country, 
could hunt any other country in Ire- 
land. It took heart too on the part 
of the rider. 

She talked of Mike also, Mike 
Hurley, who has been with her 
through the hunting and all the 
years after and who has refused to 
leave her many times. They made 
horses together and hunted them 
and when the hunting days had 
ceased and Dr. Somerville bought 
horses to send to America, Mike got 
them in shape. Life without horses 
was no life at all and many a well 
schooled hunter found a new home 
about Boston. 

I went to see Mike the next morn- 
ing in the yard back of Drishanne, 
and the tall old Georgian house with 
its beautiful fanlight. He has only 
the small sleek pony to care for now, 
the doctor’s pony and cart. “She was 
a great one to go,” Mike told me, 
“And she took the banks and the 
ditches as they came, some desper- 
ate ones.”’ ‘“‘We used to turn out 
our young horses over there,” he 
said waving to a rough wild hill- 
side of brown heather and rocks, 
“And they learned to jump from 
tussack like goats and they were 
most schooled when they started to 
hunt.” 

That afternoon [| left and caught 
a fleeting glimpse of Mike and the 
pony and cart waiting in front of 
Tally-Ho House to take Dr. Somer- 
ville for her daily drive, the pony 
and cart harness gleaming in the 
sun.

San Mateo’s 18th Annual Horse 
Show, (San Mateo, Calif.), held 
June 27 to the 29th, was, this year, 
licensed by the American Horse 
Shows Association. As a “‘first’’ in 
the realm of nationals and a nat- 
ional-caliber horse walked off with 
all the honors in the hunter divi- 
sion. 

Triple Diamond, brown gelding 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Philip B. 
Davis and shown by Don Evans, 
gathered in 5 firsts tor the cham- 
pionship of the show and the beau- 
tiful silver plate donated by Mrs 
Dorothy P. Barrett. 

Miss Eva Gene Dauger showed 
her own, very young Fighting Boat 
smartly for reserve championship. 
Fighting Boat is sometimes a little 
tuo happy between fences but has 
all the jump in the world and a 
poldness and pace which we much 
admire. ; 

While no jumper championship 
was awarded, Bivouac, another en- 
try of Miss Dauger’s, was far ahead 
of his rivals in points. 

The most interesting newcomer 
to the show and a horse that won 
everyone’s heart was Bugle Bird, 
veteran of Army competition. This 
neat, little chestnut mare was said 
to have been brought to the Euca- 
lyptus Hill Farm of Mrs. Barrett 
by Maj.-Gen. Kenyon Joyce to be 
pred to her outstanding grey, *Sir 
Gallahad III stallion, Trierarch. 

The mare did not catch and sub- 
sequently was given to Mrs. Bar- 
rett for her daughter, Miss Bar- 
bara Register. Bugle Bird jumps 
formfully and willingly and is 
beautifully trained in dressage. 
Barbara, who still rides in the 12 
and under classes won with the 
mare. Barbara has found the per- 
fect horse and little Bugle Bird has 
found a wonderful home. 

Two other juniors; Misses Carole 
and Constance Smith, have acquir- 
ed new horses to bea} watching in 
the three former Army officer's 
mounts, Reno Okay, Reno Oneal, 
and Coscleve. The latter, a 17-hand, 
Thoroughbred-Cleveland = cross, 
an ideal horse for a youngster to 
ride in spite of his size as he is 
eareful and steady in his jumping 
and has impeccable manners. An- 
other horse in the Smith string 1s 
Chester, an open jumper that stayed 
with the best of them. He has been 
shown by Miss Elizabeth Harrison. 

Although the hunter classes held 
in the ring were beautifully set up 
and in close approximation to true 
hunter-type jumps, there were re- 
fusals and knockdowns in every 
class Judge Donald Hostetter, 
whose standards for showing horses 
has always been excellent, tied the 
ribbons in the hunter-jumper divi- 
sion with knowledge and precision. 

The ladies’ hunter class, which 
should not have been too difficult 
atest for any horse aiming for the 
title, saw few good goes—perhaps 
because it was the opening class of 
the show : 

Green hunters saw a number of 
horses refuse. The ribbon winners 
all had good rounds headed by Rus- 
sell Klein’s Radio Chart, Miss Patty 
Klein aboard. 

The hunter stake was a repeat 
of the green class with a number 
of horses refusing. 

The high jumper sweepstake pre- 
sented a single post and rail. Horses 
went to 5’-3" and sinee Miss Eva 
Gene Dauger could find no takers 
on going any higher her Bivouac 
placed 1st. 

Wedding Cake, supposed to mel- 
low a bit with motherhood, is back 
at the shows and as giddy as ever 
However, she was careful enough 
to win the touch and out class and 
pretty enough to place 2nd in the 
model polo pony class.

Cover Up’s Triumph In Hollywood Gold Cup 
Highlights Week’s Racing; But Why Not 
And Round View Also In Winner’s Circle 





Salvator 


Last Saturday’s racing was dis- 
tinguished by the extreme speed 
which characterized its three fea- 
ture events. To wit:— 

The $100,000-added Gold Cup 
race at Hollywood; the $93,800 
Classic Stakes, at Chicago (Arling- 
ton Park); and the $25,000-added 
Monmouth Handicap, at Monmouth 
Park, N. J. 

At Hollywood the winner, Cover 
Up, ridden by Bobby Permane at 11 
to 1, and carrying 117 lbs., won off 
by himself, 4 1-2 lengths in advance 
of Burning Dream, (117 lbs.), with 
the favorite, Honeymoon, (114 lbs.) 
third, and ran the distance, 1 1-4 
miles, in flat 2:00 to equal the so- 
called ibut always-disputed American 
“record”’ attributed to Whisk Broom 
Il when he won the Subyrban of 
1913 at Belmont Park. 

The Hollywood management has 
spared no effort to make _ their 
track (a regulation one-mile oval) 
the fastest in the world, and over it 
during the past two or three seasons 
some lightning-fast performances 
have taken place. 

Last year, in winning the Gold 
Cup, Triplicate (113 lbs.) ran in 
2:00 2-5; while in 1945 Challenge 
Me (108 lbs.) had recorded the 
same time. These being the fastest 
authentic performances over what 
has come to be America’s “classic” 
distance up to last Saturday. 

Cover Up is a four-year-old chest- 
nut colt bred by the movie magnate 
L. B. Mayer, who discarded him 
early as undesirable. He is wow 
owned by Z. T. Addington, of Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., who paid $24,500 for 
him. He has been racing steadily all 
the season in California and had 
previously won two minor stake 
events. The victory netted him 
$73.500. 

He is of exclusively foreign blood, 
being by the English horse Alibhai, 
recently sold by Mayer to a Ken- 


tucky Syndicate and brought on 
there from California; his dam _ be- 
ing Belle Amour 3d, a mare im- 
ported from Australia along with 
her sire, Beau Pere, a few years 
ago by Mayer. 

The Classic, which in importance 
ranks next to the so-called Ameri- 
can ‘Triple Crown” of Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness and _ Belmont 
Stakes, was not looked forward to 
in advance as apt to produce a race 
in keeping with its traditions, as 
the field included neither the win- 
ners of those three famous eveuts 
nor several other’ three-year-olds, 
supposedly ‘‘tops’’ in a season when 
three-year-old class has been pro- 
claimed below par. 

The absence from the field of 
anything considered at all remark- 
able was reflected in the attendance, 
as only about 27,000 journeyed out 
to that beautiful spot, Arlington 
Park, for the closing day of racing 
there for 1947. Ordinarily ‘Classic 
Day” has drawn from 35,000 ‘*o 
40,000 or more people. 

A field of seven went to the post, 
with Calumet Farm’s colt Fervent 
a 4 to 5 favorite, so certain was his 
success deemed—pbut as soon as the 
gates were sprung Jockey Warren 
Mehrtens took the track with the 
King Ranch’s filly But Why Not, 
opened up a comfortable lead, rated 
her along in front at a rapid pace 
but always with something in re- 
serve and there she stayed ‘‘from 
post to finish,’ as Fervent, hard rid- 
den through the strétch, could never 
get farther than her smoothly-turn- 
ed hips. She won, not ridden out to 
her extreme limit, by three parts of 
a length, with Cosmic Bomb a fair 
third. 

The pace she’ set was so rapid 
that the first mile was run in 1:35 
4-5 and the full mile and a quarter

Thoroughbred Racing In South Africa 





First English Thoroughbred Importations 
Made In 1792 Continue As Racing 


Flourishes and Yearling Prices Increase

Editor’s Note: Major Gwatkin is 
manager of the large Saulsport 
Stud and is well qualified to review 
racing as it exists today in South 
Africa. 

The first English Thoroughbreds 
reached the Cape 1792, 3 years he- 
fore the surrender of the Colony 
by the Dutch to the English. 

The shipment consisted of 3 stal- 
lions and 2 mares imported by J. F. 
Kirsten who had married the widow 
of Marthinus Melck. It is pleasing 
to record, his descendants are still 
actively connected with horse rac- 
ing at the present day. 

[t was not until Waterloo year, 
however, that racing was put on a 
sound footing and it was the auto- 
cratic Lord Charles Somerset, the 
then Governor, who was responsible 
for the framing of the Rules and 
Regulations for races held by the 
South African Turf Club. which is 
today one of the most flourishing 
Clubs in the country. 

As the Cape became colonised and 
more closely settled, racing spread 
to all the more populous centres, 
but through the discovery of dia- 
monds in the early 80’s it became 
really flourishing. During all these 
vears new blood was being regular- 
ly imported into the country and, 
with the discovery of gold on tha 
Witwatersrand, stakes became large 
enough to warrant the importation 
of horses for racing and not only 
for breeding as had been the case 
in the past. 

Many of the country-bred horses 
racing about this time were only 
three-quarter or even half-bred but 
the importations of racehorses en- 
couraged studmasters to import 
broodmares, while the imported 
mares first used for racing, enrich- 
ed the hlood of the studs and er- 
couraged more farmers to. start 
breeding Thoroughbreds. 

The first race meeting in Johan-

nesburg was in 1886 and stakes to 
the value of £800 were offered. This 
proved so popular that it was de- 
cided to form the Johannesburg 
Turf Club and in 1889 the Club 
leased some 300 odd acres and on 
this the present course was laid out 
which is now second to none in the 
world for training facilities. Every 
morning. now, nearly 600 horses 
may be seen in action on the ten 
tracks provided. The first Johannes- 
burg Handicap was run in 1889 for 
a stake of about £2,000. 

Since then, studs have sprung up 
in every province of the Union, al- 
though the oldest established are 
in the Cape and it may come as a 
surprise to many that South Africa 
claims to have possessed the larg- 
est Thoroughbred stud in the world. 

At the time of his decease a few 
years ago, Mr. Henry Nourse owned 
well over three hundred broodmares 
and a very large number of. stal- 
lions while the stakes won by horses 
bred in his various studs reached 
colossal figures. 

The present largest stud is owned 
by the Birch Brothers and is situat- 
ed at Dordrecht in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of the Cape Province. This 
stud claimed names for over sixty 
foals this season. It has been ex- 
traordinarily suecessful and horses 
from it have annexed nractically al 
the richest stakes offered by the 
various racing Clubs 

Altogether during the season 
1945-46, 2.459 races were run for 
stakes amounting to £899,000 ($3,- 
596,000). 

With large stakes it is scarcely 
surprising that hreeding, especially 
during the war years, has been 
overdone as practically no horses 
have heen imported, but now thar 
horses are arriving from overseas 
in large numbers it will be ‘iffi- 
cult to place the many loeally bred

MADE TO ORDER FOR STYMIE 


A natural consequence of Stymie’s 
victory in the first running of the 
Empire City Gold Cup at Belmont 
Park was the talk of a three-corn- 
ered match between Assault, Armed 
and Stymie, but this may be hard 
to arrange according to the first re- 
actions of two of the principals. Ac- 
cording to Hirsch Jacobs, such a 
race would be made to order for 
Stymie, if Armed and Assault went 
out and ran together. Max Hirsch 
had it sized up the same way but 
was not so happy about it. ‘‘Assault 
would have to run with Armed, and 
Stymie would lay back there and 
probably come on and beat them 
both”, he said. 


YANKEE VALOR DEAD 


4 twisted intestine wrote the fin- 
ish to the promising racing career 
of the 3-year-old son of Heelfly— 
Valoria on July 24. Owned by Col. 
lL. G. Burns’ Elobee Farm, Yankee 
Valor won 2 straight stakes at 
Hollywood Park, the Hollywood 
Derby and Cinema Handicap, defeat- 
ing On Trust in both events. His 
performance in the former made 
him an important threat against 
older horses entered for last Sat- 
urday’s $100,000 Hollywood Gotd 
Cup in which he was entered but 
died 2 days before its running. Last 
winter at Santa Anita, Yankee Val 
or equalled the track record of 1.09 
2-5 for 3-4 of a mile and _ in 30 
trips to the post as a 2 and 3-year- 
old, he went to the winner’s circle 
11 times. 


MULATTO ON SHELF 


Last year the Keeneland Yearling 
Sales brought out foals from the 
first crop of the then leading money 
winner, Whirlaway. Jaclyn Stable 
was the high bidder on the chest- 
nut colt out of Dark  Loveliness, 
consigned by Mereworth Farm, go- 
ing ‘o $50,000. Named Mulatto, the 
eolt has been under the watchful 
eve of Trainer George Odom and is 
considered the best of the Jaclyn 


juveniles. Now stabled at Atlantic 
City, Mulatto suffered minor injur- 
ies in the stall and will be on the 
shelf until his recovery. 


CAN'T WAIT SOLD

Farm sold 33 broodmares, 12 of 
which had foals at foot, and 2 stal- 
lions through the auction sale at 
the Horse Palace, Los Angeles, Calif.

Pennsylvania 
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Sir Archie—Godolphin Of America 





An Account of Most Influential of Early 
American Thoroughbred Sires Whose 
Blood Dominated Turf For 50 Years 





Elizabeth Amis Blanchard 


Editor’s note: Sir Archie by *Dio- 
med—*Castianira, by Rockingham, 
termed the Godolphin of America 
appears on the front cover of The 
Chronicle this week through the 
eourtesy of Mrs. John Osgood Blan- 
chard whose ancestor William Amis 
stood Sir Archie for at least 17 years 
on his plantation, Moorfield, in 
North Carolina. Mrs. Blanchard has 
all but completed a book on the fam- 
ous sire entitled “Sir Archie, The 
Godolphin of America’? and commis- 
sioned Martin Stainforth the Eng- 
lish artist to paint a portrait of the 
son of *Diomed that she presented 
to the Newmarket Jockey Club on 
July 3rd at which time she was re- 
ceived by Lord Roseberry and the 
other stewards and was accorded 
the thanks of The Jockey Club. 

Mrs. Blanchard sent a copy of Al- 
vin Fisher’s picture of Sir Archie to 
the English artist, but more impor- 
tant. was able to give Mr. Stainforth 
a complete description of Sir Archie 
together with full measurements 
made by a horseman who knew the 
horse in the flesh. The portrait was 
presented by Mrs. Blanchard to the 
Jockey Club in England as a fitting 
tribute to her ancestors who owned 
the horse and as a result cf which, 
Mrs, Blanchard has spent 17 years 
of research on the horse. She has 
graciously written the following ac- 
count of Sir Archie for The Chron- 
icle. 


Sir Archie, a bay colt foaled 1805 
in Virginia, and died in 1833 in 
North Carolina, was the most cele- 
brated Thoroughbred racer of his 
day—tue greatest Foundation Sire 
of American Racing Stock, the foun- 
dation sire of much of our finest 
trotting stock, and the father of the 
noted Kentucky riding stock, and was 
known as the “Godolphin Arabian 
of America.” 

He was descended through many 
crosses from that famed Godolphin 
ancestor as well as from the other 
two English Foundation Sires, ‘‘The 
Byerly Turk’ and “‘The Darley Ara- 
bian,” a concentration of the blood 
of these three great Oriental fore- 
fathers. 

It is passing strange, that in mod- 
ern times so little is known about so 
great a horse as Sir Archie and so 
much of that little historically un- 
true, which includes the lack of 
knowledge of my great-great-grand- 
father, William Amis of Moorfield 
Manor House, on the Roanoke river 
in North Carolina, and of his.son 
John D Amis of the White House, 
whose studs Sir Archie headed for 
nearly two-thirds of his life. 

It is for these reasons that many 
of the southern horsemen of today 
induced me to write a history of Sir 
Archie and the Amis family. After 


17 years research work I am now in + 


the process of finishing my book en- 
titled: “Sir Archie—The Godolphin 


Arabian of America—His Back- 
ground and His Times.” 
Great wealth—great beauty— 


» Sreat talent—or-a great Thorough- 
bred horse have always created jea- 
lousies. There was the famous “Eng- 
lish Eclipse Scandal’, for Mr. Tat- 
tersall, the owner of Herod’s great 
son Highflyer, records in his first 
Album as his opinion that Eclipse 
was not by Marske, but by Shake- 
speare—and there was likewise the 
“Sir Archie Scandal,” repeated by 
no less an equine authority and 
sreat stateman than Randolph of 
Roanoke that “Sir Archie was sired 
by *Gabriel and not by *Diomed, 
the winner of the first Derby ever 
tun in England in 1780. Fortunate- 
ly Randolph made the ‘“‘amende hon- 
orable,”’ and retracted in writing 
his former false statement. 

The Southern horsemen of those 
early days were accused of being 
lax in keeping the records of their 
Thoroughbreds. To quote Theodore 
Andrea Cook in his most interesting 
book “Eclipse and O’Kelly,” he 
Writes: “It is consoling to remem- 
ber that even in the year of grace 
1880 the famous inquiry about Ben- 
dor revealed the extraordinary fact 

that very few breeders of Thorough- 


bred stock kept a register contain- 
ing the dates of the birth, with the 
marks and colouring of the foals, 
and that even in so renowned an es- 
tablishment as that of the first Duke 
of Westminster it was possible to 
raise a strong question whether a 
particular colt was really the son 
of Doncaster and Rouge Rose, or 
whether he was Tadcaster. The Duke 
himself was perfectly satisfied, and 
subsequent history confirmed his 
opinion. So it was with the early 
American breeders, who were men 
of unimpeachable honor, and whose 
word could be relied upon, 

Another false opinion which has 
come down to us was that Sir Archie 
passed his stud-life in Virginia when 
actually he only stood for three sea- 
sons in the Old Dominion, living his 
entire mature life in North Carolina, 
heading, as I have said, the studs of 
my great-great-grandfather William 
Amis, and his son John D. Amis of 
Moorfield on the Roanoke for at 
least 17 years. As historical proof of 
this, I have in my possession an MS 
account rendered to Richard Sing- 
leton of the High Hills of Santee, 
South Carolina, for 3 mares to Sir 
Archie the spring of 1817, viz.: Lot- 
tery, Eliza and Young Lottery, and 
signed William Amis. 

William Amis therefore must have 
owned Sir Archie in 1816 to have 
been able to advertise him for the 
stud in 1817. 

Colonel John Hoomes of The Bow- 
ling Green, Virginia, holds the hon- 
or of having imported Diomed in 
1799, and John Tayloe III of Mount 
Airy holds the distinction of having 
imported also in 1799 Castianira by 
Rockingham, the dam of Sir Archie. 
These two great horsemen were 
friends, partners in many business 
enterprises and co-owners of some 
noted Thoroughbreds. To quote Mr. 
John Lewis Hervey, ‘Had Hoomes 
done nothing but import Diomed, 
and Tayloe, Castianira, which pair 
when mated gave us Sir Archie, they 
would have read their title clear to 
joint immortality.” 

As with English Keclipse, Sir 
Archie’s birthplace remains in doubt. 
Many traditional claims for that 
honor have persisted in equine lit- 
erature, but the only contemporary 
evidence is to be found in a letter 
by Colonel Tayloe III to George W. 
Jeffries of Person County, North 
Carolina, in which he writes that 
“Sir Archie was foaled south of the 
James River’—Sir Archie was bred 
jointly by Mr. Tayloe and Captain 
Archie Cary Randolph whose plan- 
tation Ben Lomond was south of 
the James River. The famous race 
track, Tree Hill, near Petersburg, 
Virginia, where *Diomed stood was 
also south of the James River. It 
was the custom in those days to 
send the mare to the stallion’s stand 
to enable her colt to be _ foaled 
there, before she was again mated, 
and so avoid a long trek for her 
young off-spring. It is, therefore, 
more than probable that Tree Hill 
holds the honor of Sir Archie’s 
birthplace, for *Castianira mated 
with *Diomed in 1804, and produc- 
ing Sir Archie, was again mated 
with *Diomed in 1805. 

Soon after Sir Archie was foal- 
ed, Captain Randolph fell into fin- 
ancial difficulties, and selling Ben 
Lomond he took his family to live 
with his father-in-law, Mr. Nathan- 
iel Burwell of Carter Hall, Clarke 
County, Virginia, and undoubtedly 
took *Castianira and the young Sir 
Archie with him. 

My cousin by marriage, Mrs. 
Benehan Cameron, nee Mayo, who 
was partially brought up at Carter 
Hall, told me her grandfather had 
told her he had seen Sir Archie as 
a colt on the lawn at Carter Hall, 
hence the tradition that he was 
foaled there. 

Captain Randolph sent Sir Archie 
as a two-year-old to Colonel Tayloe 
Itt ‘“‘for he was not able to do Sir 
Archie that justice such as a horse 
is entitled to.” Colonel Tayloe IIT, 
astute horseman that he was, fail- 
ing to realize Sir Archie’s’ great 
promise, 
month with his 


exchanged him within a 
nephew’ Ralph 


Wormly for a mare, who, though 
finely bred, proved worthless, and 
$400 to boot. 

Ralph Wormley' entered § Sir 
Archie, then two years old, in two 
races both of which he lost because 
of a bad case of distemper. Colonel 
William Ransome Johnson, the 
Napoleon of the Turf, although wit- 
nessing Sir Archie’s second defeat 
by one of his own colts, proved him- 
self to be the greatest horseman of 
his day, as he undoubtedly was, by 
purchasing Sir Archie on the spot 
for $1500. 

Under Johnson’s expert manage- 
ment Sir Archie, being entered in 
5 more races, lost only one. He de- 
feated all the best horses of his 
day in 4-mile heats, often distanc- 
ing the field. In 1810 when Sir 
Archie was only 5 years old Colon- 
el Johnson offered the following 
challenge. 

“Tf any horse in the world will 
run against Sir Archie, at any half- 
way ground, four mile heats, accord- 
ing to the rules of racing, you may 
consider me five thousand dollars 
with you on him.” 

As no horseman would accept 
this challenge, and all turfmen re- 
fused to enter their horses against 
Sir Archie, Colonel Johnson, who 
was much more interested in racing 
than in breeding, sold Sir Archie 
to General William R. Davie of 
Halifax, North Carolina, for $5,000, 
“an offer the amount of which as- 
tonished all horsemen.” 

General Davie presented Sir 
Archie to his son Allen Jones Davie 
who immediately retired Sir Archie 
to the stud. After owning Sir: Archie 
for 5 years Allen Davie became fin- 
ancially involved, ‘“‘as he was given 
to gaming,” and was obliged to sell 
his plantation and horses to satisfy 
his creditors. As it was the custom 
in those days to mortgage your val- 
uable Thoroughbreds Sir Archie 
passed into the stud of my great- 
great-grandfather, William Amis, 
whom history records as _ having 
been a Lieutenant in the Revolu- 
tionary War and a liaison officer 
for the Governor of North Carolina 
and Washington’s Headquarters in 
Virginia. Equine history also states 
that he owned Thoroughbreds, foal- 
ed in the Virginia purple, many 
years before Sir Archie headed his 
stud, notwithstanding the most un- 
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true statement by Allen Jones 
Davie that William Amis only own- 
ed plough horses before owning 
Sir Archie. 

In the stud Sir Archie proved 
himself the greatest foundation sire 
in America, and the Turf Register 
records the statement, that John 
D. Amis, my great-grandfather, was 
heard to say, “Sir Archie had earn- 
ed over $75,000 in his stud, exclu- 
ive of expenses etc.”” While our 
noted turf historian, John . Lewis 
Hervey writes that: ‘Before or 
since, nothing has been known in 
America to equal the manner in 
which the Archies dominated both 
turf and stud for over half a cen- 
tury, beginning with the debut of 
his first crop of foals, in 1814, and 
culminating with the last of the 
sixteen seasons of premiership of 
his inbred great-grandson Lexing- 
ton in 1878.” 

Sir Archie died in 1833 and the 
honor of his burial place has also 


been variously contended for—but 
the historical truth is that he lies 
buried at Moorfield, on the Roanoke, 
North Carolina, very close to the 
Amis Manor House, in what is 
known as “The Sir Archie Plot.’

Louis Leith Memorial Opens Bel Air 





Mrs. Claire Adams’ Trained Ducker With 
Dooley Adams Up Tops A Field Of Seven 
For Jack Grabosky With Busy Moments 2nd

As has been the custom for the 
past several years, the Louis C. 
Leith Memorial Steeplechase for 
claiming jumpers was the second- 
ary feature on the opening day card 
at Bel Air, Md., on July 23. Top 
spoils fell to Jack Grabosky’s 
Ducker. The opening day program 
drew 7,924 fans. 

Ducker, part of an entry with 
Lafayette H. Nelles’ George Corn 
as both are trained by the clever 
Mrs. Claire E. Adams, was ridden 
by her son, Frank (Dooley) Adams 
and came to the finish line a handy 


10-length winner over Mrs. R. P. 
Kirkpatrick’s Busy Moments. 
Third across the line, beaten 12 


lengths by the 2nd horse, was S. 
R. Fry’s Vaden King while Mrs. L. 
L. Lose’s Paper Cutter was 4th and 
last, another 30 lengths back. 

Seven jumpers started in the 16- 
jump event over Bel Air’s long 
course but only 4 came back. Mrs. 
W. D. Thomas’ Firebet lost Jockey 
Julius Meyer at the 10th obstacle. 
George Corn came a cropper at the 
14th brush and Mrs. A. Scruton’s 
Topsy Rose went down heavily at 
the 15th. Neither of the jockeys on 
the last two jumpers nor Meyer 
were injured but Topsy Rose was 
cut' down so badly that it was nec- 
essary to destroy the brown 5-year- 
old daughter of Top Row and Tory 
Rose. 

The time for the “about 2 miles” 
over the hard turf was 4.06 and the 
Mrs. Adams-trained entry returned 
$3.60 as the heavy choice. 

Ducker was content to remain 
back in the middle of the pack for 
the first mile as Paper Cutter breez- 
ed along on the front end, follow- 
ed by George Corn and Topsy Rose. 

Jockey Adams moved up on the

Failure of Civilian Horsemen To Share In 
Perfecting Riding Techniques Will Spell 
American Defeat In Future Olympics

As another Olympic year rolls 


) around, the question again arises, 


why do the military riding teams 
dominate the equestrian sports of 
the games? It is quite true that 
is the case.

easily answered. The cavalry schools

countries by devoting the _ time, 


» energy and skill necessary to develop

riders and horses to the degree where 
they may hope to compete. The civil-

case in the United States - more so 
than in Europe. The amateur in this 


» country devotes his time and energy 


to polo and racing. The European 
amateur goes in for show ring jump- 
ing, cross country and elementary 


| schooling competitions, and the more 
| skillful, into dressage competition. 


The inevitable result of our lack 


' of interest has two major effects. 
' First, all European nations seem to 
' have an ample supply of high class 
> horses capable of competition in any 


company and a comparable comple- 
ment of amateur riders. With all our 
wealth, we have practically nothing 
fit to compete on the continent. 
Secondly, in order to compete on the 
continent or in Olympic Games, the 
full burden of developing horses and 
men has been thrown on the Army 
alone. 


With mechanization of nearly all 


armies, the Cavalry influence is 
rapidly disappearing. It is difficult 
to see how our Army can carry on 
after the 1948 Games. Consequently, 
we must develop horses and riders 
elsewhere or get out of European

thing. Of necessity the so called 
schooling phase was made as simple 
as humanly possible. Also the endur- 
ance phase was cut down to merely 
a short cross country affair over 
simple obstacles on ideal galloping 
ground. The jumping phase was 
simple but adequate. 

It was most interesting to judge 
this event and get the reaction of the 
contestants and interested  spect- 
ators. I should like to give you my 
own impressions for what they are 
worth, 

First, consider the schooling. We 
the contestants to 
walk, trot and canter their horses, 


to trot them to a definite point, halt 


' ception of 


them and have them back. It was 
quite evident that there was no con- 
lightness, cadence or 


_ accuracy in the execution shown by 
| the various contestants. Two or three 


' showed an approach 


to elasticity 
Which appeared purely coincidental. 


No one had any idea of accuracy or 


keeping a horse mentally and physic- 
ally prepared for a new demand. 
The cross country work was ex- 
tremely simple, It was an easy gallop 
on nice ground over easy fences. The 
desired rate was at approximately 
17 1/2 M.P.H. The individuals took 
off as though they were headed for 
the first fence in the Maryland Cup. 
Some slowed down a bit because fat 
horses are apt to lose ambition after 
: few fences. The overall picture 
ndicated that-the riders had little 
conception of rating horses. My 
recollection is that the nearest rider 
to the correct rate was off some 25 
Seconds and on a course of less than 


a mile on perfect ground! Had the 
course been five miles over difficult 
ground, it would be bad rating if a 
rider missed his planned ride by over 
20 seconds - had there been no falls 
or trouble. This is a natural result of 
our manner of showing our horses. 
Except in scurry or handy events 
we never pull a stop watch. Con- 
sequently when a watch appears, we 
go speed crazy. 

In the jumping phase the stop 
watch was again a damaging factor. 
Contestants pushed their horses over 
fences and lost time by inaccurate, 
deep turns. In this connection, I 
believe the course was measured too 
close because all the horses were gal- 
loping well beyond the required rate 
of 400 meters per minute and were 
still disturbingly close to the time 
limit. Here again, I criticize our 
method of showing horses. We bring 
a frantic, terrified horse into a small 
ring, yank him over, under or 
through a few straight up and down 
fences, crawl around a turn and 
repeat the performance. The result 
is that we are not prepared to jump 
under Interational Rules over long 
courses with big (or little) fences.

testant in this 


this year will agree with me in what 
I have said. They were far from _ dis- 
couraged. On the contrary, they were 
most enthusiastic and I predict that 
they will want more similar events 
with an inéreasing emphasis on 
schooling and jumping under Inter- 
national Rules. 


Timonium has started something 
that may help us a lot in this country. 
If we become schooling conscious, 
we will have a lot more pleasant 
horses to ride and a whole lot fewer 
to throw out on the junk heap, If we 
go after the thing in a systematic 
way, organize communities to work 
under competent riding masters and 
devote time, energy and money 
towards developing young amateur 
sportsmen, we can have a lot more 
fun and be on the level with the 
people on the continent. And finally, 
we can probably save the United 
States the ignominious and humi- 
liating necessity of being forced to 
with-draw from International and 
Olympic equestrian competition 
because we have not the horsemen 
or horses who are educated to that 
grade of contest. It seems to me that 
horse show officials thoughout the 
nation might profitably follow the 
foresighted example of these Mary- 
land gentlemen. 


By raising our standard of per- 
formance by progressive stages and 
education, skill and proper horse 
training will have some meaning and 
the rough handed abuse of potenti- 
ally good horses will gradually dis- 
appear,
